has been a spiritual pursuit

Traveling through East Jordan one might pass the 
fittingly named Mt. Bliss road, a not so out of the way 
Scenic road. On the intersection there is a small sign 
nestled in the trees, emblazoned with two words: “Sa- 
cred Sparks.” Taking this road you will see ail kinds 
of beautiful scenery, and if it is fall look up into the 
horizon; the rolling hills of blazing oranges and yel- 
lows that is Mount Bliss contrast drastically with the 
serene blue of the sky, Look for a quaint littie purpte 
building and an eye popping sign, with, again, the 
words sacred sparks. Stop at this sign, two of the 
most interesting people live there. 

Jerry Aydlott and Linda Beers Aydlott are proud own- 
ers of the eccentric and highly spiritual store, Sacred 
Sparks. Their wares vary from spiritual to practical in 
nature, ranging from ornate hand crafted jewelry to 
many different kinds of incense, some of which a quite 
exotic. There are numerous hard to find herbs and 
other botanicals, as well as an excellent selection of 
books, with topics ranging from cooking to Wicca. Art 
works and posters hang everywhere, most of which 
are for sale. A niche selection of music is available 
also, most of which is spiritual or nature oriented. They 
even sell clothes, all of which have a new age style 
about them. Their stock changes often though, so one 
never knows what they will find every time they enter. 
To understand the true extent of their wares, though, 
one would just have to stop and take a look. 

Just recently, on the 10th of August, Jerry and Linda 
celebrated the tenth anniversary of sacred sparks, chris- 
tening the day ‘Happy Sacred Sparks Day.” This may 
be the tenth ring on the tree of sacred sparks, but its 
roots go back to the early eighties. In 1980 a group of 
artists and craftsmen tried to get a storefront on Bridge 
Street in Charlevoix, but eventually had to settle for a

storefront off of Bridge Street, so was born the Off Bridge 
Street Artists gallery. A year and a half later they moved 
into the much sought after Bridge Street storefront, and 
after a renovation project their store opened and was 
rightly named the Bridge Street Gallery. 

The Bridge Street Gallery was closed in 1989, but by 


that time Jerry and Linda had fallen in love with the door 


front experience. Linda began compiling by request their 
jewelry packaged with decorated cards, essential oils, and 


a poem. She called it “jewelry with a message.”

really liked the idea, they received great feedback and the 
demand for the little extras became large. “I got to think- 
ing, I°ll call it sacred sparks,” Linda said. She then made 


a catalogue and bought inventory, they began going to 


wholesale shows all over the U.S. One day, Jerry recalls, 
at the Valley Forge Civic Center they tallied on their first 
day more orders than they had received in the entire pre- 
vious year. By the third day they began to wonder; “How 
can we produce all of this stuff?” Sacred Sparks’ arts and 
crafts were in high demand. Linda recalls a gratifying 
moment when a women inspecting one of her artworks 
remarked, “this is all that you want for this piece?” By 


the fourth day Jerry admits, 


“We just had to disappear, 


we couldn’t say no to people.” 

Jerry and Linda were booked with eighteen straight 
months of work. They started to burn out, working sev- 
enty hours a week. Jerry and Linda stood at a crossroad. 
Would they take the path of manufactures or artists? Strug-

gling with this question for over two months they de- 
cided it was too much. “All of our creative energies 
were going into producing,” said Jerry. They have been 
following the path of artists ever since, ‘we've en- 
joyed every moment of it.” 

"We really hungered for a new store” Linda said, 
This hunger could not be satisfied at the moment for 
new storefronts were just too expensive. That was 
until on fateful day in 1993. That day Jerry and Linda 
went to a garage sale. “We went to a garage sale and 
bought the garage,” Linda said. The garage was towed 
and attached to their personal studio. ‘This garage 
turned into sacred sparks.” At the time Jerry was work- 
ing in the building trades while Linda researched the 
store. Ten years later that same garage still stands, 
but unless you knew a garage would be the last thing 
you would guess the store used to be. 

Sacred Sparks has brought Jerry and Linda many 
blessings through the years. The most important bless- 
ing they have received, the two agree, is “people and 
the beauty of humanity.” For example, in the days 
following 9/11, they tried to close the store, but people 


kept coming. Linda figures “we were so busy, the 


people needed it.’ Yet with the good also comes the 
bad. They had a bad year in 2002. On Jan. 2, Sacred 
Sparks was broken into and their cash box was sto- 


see SACRED JOURNEY on pg.

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Former resident has fond 
memories of navigating the slopes

Skiing has been a fantastic interest in my life as long as 
I can remember. Maybe it was the lure of feeling the wind 
whipping through my hair resisting my efforts to thrust 
through its voracity, or merely the only way I could fly as 
a child. Somebow there was never anything guite like it, 
cutting tracks through an endless blanket of snowflakes 
clinging as a breast-feeding baby to the mother host. Still 
the feeling remains in my seventh decade. 

My earliest skiing remembrances are of my friends Jerry 
Davis, cousin Kathy, and Wanda Heaton joining me in 
packing our way up and down Avalanche ski slope (there 
was only one) in Boyne City. And then later, there was 
Boyne Mountain (a larger hill) tn Boyne Falls bringing 
memories as fresh as the snow we packed. Our minds 
were occupied with free skiing for the rest of the day af- 
ter our task was finished, and the effort seemed inconse- 
quential, 

There was the day when we al] stood in wonder watch- 
ing Stein Eriksen, newly crowned Olympic Champion, 
go off a jump and turn a summersault in the air. As far as 
we know he was the first to do it; that was about 1955 and 
it all happened in Boyne Falls, Mich. When I see what 
people can do in the air on skis at the beginning of the 21 
century, | smile with the knowledge of how things al- 
ways have to start somewhere with one simple move. 

And for me, the first move was a ski meet, an invita- 
tional in Petoskey Michigan, January of 1956. The place 
was called Ski-Away and so I did with a third in Down- 
hill and a fourth in Slalom. I tried again at a school meet 
in Gaylord in February and received a combined score of 
fourth out of all the girls and was second among the Boyne 
gals. 

It felt great to be fourth. as Nancy Litzenburger, the 
teammate who had beaten me was a senior and the Gaylord 
girls, Pat Freel and Sally Sissian had bested me by age 
and a lot more experience. f realized that my ability had 
possibility for high achievement if [ put in some serious 
effort. 

My third tournament on Avalanche Day, Sunday, Jan. 
27, 1957 was a banner day as [ captured the Giant Slalom 
title with a time of 44.2. It turned out to be a warm-up for 
a school meet Thursday, Jan. 31, 1957 between Petoskey 
and Boyne City. Although first went to Carol Bates of 
Petoskey, I got second in the Combines and first among 
Boyne girls, 93,25, 

I was on a mini roll that was brought to a halt Feb. 2, 
when 4 fall on the last Slalom run left me with a second in 
the Downhill and fourth in Slalom. Carol Bates got me 
again and | began to practice harder. It was back to my 
home court at Avalanche on Feb. 17, 1957 where I re- 
gained the warm and fuzzy feeling by not only winning 
the girl’s Slalom, but placing first in the Slatom Boys and 
girls aged 12 to 15. And I won some ski wax. Wow! 

A few paays later at Harbor Highlands, a school meet 


was held with Petoskey, but no girls showed. I seem to 
thrive on the competition of competing with outside 
sources and didn’t do well against my friends. Nancy 
Litzenburger and Karen Paquette, both upper classmates 
had no trouble with me on this day. But we were gearing 
up for the big competition of Cadillac and Traverse City 
and this local stuff was preparation. 

The first out of town warm-up was Sylva Knob at 
Gaylord and again J] met my main competition that year, 
Pat Freel. ] was the best girl from Boyne. but couldn't 
take out Pat or her teammate. I did well for me and that is 
what | focused on. J lost to Pat again (she came in first) at 
the Boyne Mountain, Kircher Cup Race, along with three 
others, but this event drew a lot of competition and J had 
met and competed with the best Michigan had to offer in 
1987/58. 

Back to Avalanche again on Sunday, March 10, and 
with identical runs of 29.0 seconds, I won the Giant Sla- 
lom. Sylva Knob presented a three school meet with 
Boyne City, Petoskey, Gaylord and I pulled a disqualifi- 
cation. Then it was the big time with a triple meet: Boyne, 
Cadillac and Traverse City at Caberfae in Cadillac, Thurs- 
day, Jan. 16,1958. We were no match team-wise and | 
met the girls who would inspire my best effort for the rest 
of my competitive skiing years, Margaret Myers and Bar- 
bara Miltner of Cadillac and Joan Lovell and Connie 
Meach from Traverse City. 

My first night meet was Jan. 29, 1958 and it was at 
Hickory Hills in Traverse City,. It was another triple school 
mect with Boyne, Traverse City, and Leelanau. I was the 
best of the Boyne girls but was beaten again by Lovell 
and Meach of Traverse City. Avalanche Day on Feb. 2, 
1958 gave me encouragement as I fell but finished and 
was still able to win first place. 

The determination in the face of adversity must have 
paid off as the next day I won The Northern Michigan 
Invitational at Petoskey. Bill Mohr from Boyne went with 
me and won a trophy in downhill. Walloon Hills held a 
triple school meet between Petoskey, Boyne, and Gray- 
hng on Feb. 5, 1958. Boyne swept the meet, but individu- 
ally, I lost to Carol Bates of Petoskey. 

it was becoming apparent that my technical skills were 
superior, but I wasn’t willing to risk myself to experienc- 
ing physical injury in downhill by going faster than I 
thought I could comfortably contro]. Jt wasn’t a confi- 
dence problem, but one of observation . . . seeing Mary 
Lynne Hartwell fall week after week and sometimes crash- 
ing into trees as she let it all out. Mary Lynne ended up 
with pins in both legs and seldom finished in the team 
event, leaving us at risk for a team score, 

There were five on a team, but only the top four times 
were taken. Kathy Davis, usually the slowest skier on our 
team often had her time counted. because Mary Lynne was 
still picking herself out of the bushes after disqualifying.

that he'd

seen Obstacles in the Bear 
River included several bea- 
ver dams, excessively low 
water levels, and a plung- 
ing thermometer.

off the wet chill, was 
enough to call it a day. It
